Strike By Newsmen 


Holts Publication 


CLE\ ELAND (ZP) — This city's 
three 
large 
daily 
newspapers, 
which serve a population of well 
over a million, were shut down 
today. 
Radio 
and 
television 
stations 
have expanded greatly the number 
and length of their newscasts. 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer, a 
morning newspaper, was “discon­ 
tinued 
until further notice by 
Forest City Publishing Co. Thurs­ 
day night. The same company had 
discontinued its afternoon news- 
paper, the Cleveland News, late 
Thursday afternoon. 
The Cleveland Press, a Scripps 
Howard newspaper, stopped pub­ 
lishing because of a strike which 
began at 12:01 
a.m. Thursday, 
called by the Press unit of the 
Cleveland Newspaper Guild. 
The principal issue in an un­ 
successful attempt to reach a new 
contract was a union demand for 
wage increases. Guild contracts at 
all three papers expired Wednes­ 
day night. 
In notices posted first in the 
Cleveland News offices, and later 
in the Plain Dealer offices in the 
same building, Forest City said 
“throughout the day of Nov. I, 
1956, the Drivers Union Local 473 
refused to load or transport papers 
published by us and we were un­ 
able to deliver any of them.” 
The notices, signed by President 
Sterling E. Graham, told the em­ 
ployes of both papers that “there 
is no work available for you to 
perform,” and consequently pay 
was being stopped. 
“ Publication and delivery of our 
afternoon, 
morning and Sunday 
papers have been discontinued,” 
said the notice. 
The day began with guild pickets 
halting activities at the Press. 
When the News began rolling 
off the production line, the words 
“ The Cleveland Press” appeared 
under the name plate “Cleveland 
News” at the top of page one. 
Drivers refused to take the papers 
off the loading dock. They said 
their contract provided they would 
deliver only the News. The suspen­ 
sion followed. 
Thursday night a similar situa­ 
tion occurred. The Plain Dealer’s 
first edition carried a triple name­ 
plate, 
“Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
Cleveland News, The Cleveland 
Press.” 
As soon as the first copies of 
the first edition reached the load­ 
ing dock, four pickets appeared, 
bearing signs that said, “ On strike 
Press unit. Cleveland Newspaper 
Guild.” The drivers did not load

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Greyhound Bus 
Strike Is Over 


Long Negotiations 
Bring Agreement 


CLEVELAND (/Pl—Eastern Grey­ 
hound Lines buses today were on 
the move again in many north­ 
eastern U.S. areas where drivers 
walked 
out. 
And in Cleveland, union and 
company negotiators were enjoy­ 
ing their first sleep since m ara­ 
thon negotiating sessions started 
at 10:30 a. rn. Wednesday. 
At 11:30 Thursday night, Fed­ 
eral Mediator G. Harry Young an­ 
nounced an agreement subject to 
ratification by union members. He 
said drivers who had walked out 
were scheduled to return to work 
early today. 
Maintenance men went to work 
Immediately after the agreement 
was announced. 
Young was unable to say when 
the agrement would be presented 
to the membership of the Street 
Railway and Motor Coach Em ­ 
ployes Union. 
Neither was he able to reveal 
term s of the agreement. 
In on the 42-hour nearly con­ 
tinuous negotiationg sessions were 
four 
company 
representatives— 
President A. N. Brion of Cleve­ 
land, two vice presidents and the 
company director of labor — 40 
union representatives and Young 
himself. 
'‘We don’t look too good,’* com­ 
mented 
a 
company 
spokesman 
after the agrement was announc­ 
ed, 
“ but 
we’re 
getting 
some­ 
where.’* 
Walkouts termed by the com­ 
pany to be unauthorized began at 
points along Eastern Greyhound 
routes after a Wednesday midnight 
strike deadline — previously an­ 
nounced by the union — passed 
with negotiators still huddled in 
Greyhound offices here. No offi­ 
cial strike call was isued. 
Buses stopped running in the 
areas of Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, 
Youngstown, Cincinnati, Columbus 
and 
Buffalo. 
Many 
passengers 
stranded at terminals where driv­ 
ers parked their buses and walked 
away. 
Picket lines had been set up at 
the Cincinnati terminal, and buses 
of other lines using the terminal 
began curbstone loadings. 
A company-wide strike would 
have affected about 4,000 employes 
in an area from Chicago and St. 
Louis in the west to the East Coast 
as far south as Norfolk, Va. 
Main isues in the lengthy nego­ 
tiations were the union’s demands 
for a 30-cent-an-hour pay increase, 
six paid holidays, increased mini­ 
mum guarantees and pay for wait­ 
ing and delay time. 
The company had offered prev­ 
iously a two-year contract with a 
total of 21 cents an hour addi­ 
tional for drivers, 
maintenance 
workers and terminal employes. 
This was rejected by the union 
membership. 
The current scale for hourly rat­ 
ed employes ranges from $1.46 to 
$2.51. 
Of the 4,000 company employes 
covered by negotiations, 1,200 are 
in Ohio and about half that num­ 
ber in the Cleveland-Akron-Can- 
ton area. 
In the Cleveland area, some com­ 
m uters from suburbs had trouble 
getting home Thursday night when 
scheduled bus service was cut.
